Following an investigation and a 
lengthy report following Mr Dale’s 
suspension he was allowed to 
return to work. During his 
suspension, the council continued 
to pay Mr Dale his full salary, 
hired Stevenage Leisure to help 
with future bookings at a cost of 
several thousand pounds and paid 
for an interim director for show 
rehearsals in Mr Dale’s absence. 
The Star was prevented from 
speaking to Mr Dale because of a 
council order banning officers 
talking to the press but his 
predecessor, Laurence Sach, paid 
tribute to his work. 

“I think it’s a great loss for the 
town,” he said, “and it’s a real 
indication of someone who has had 
enough. 

“When you look at everything he’s 
developed around the theatre, the 
benefits can be clearly seen, such 
as young people moving into the 
profession. Yet here we are with 
the whole thing being brought to 
an end. It’s a damning indictment 
of the council’s lack of interest in 
the theatre and its importance to 
the town. How senior officers can 
be so out of touch beggars belief.” 
A council spokesman said on 
Tuesday: “The council will start 
recruitment for his replacement 
early this year. A new community 
leisure manager, who will manage 
a number of leisure facilities 
including The Playhouse, is 
already scheduled to start work at 
the beginning of February. 

“This will strengthen the 
management team of the facility 
that will continue to commission 
high quality theatre and arts 
productions.” 

He said Mr Dale’s departure was 
both mutual and amicable.

Council tax 
threat from

COUNCIL chiefs warn¬ 
ed this week that the spi¬ 
ralling costs of sub¬ 
sidised pensioners’ bus 
travel could lead to mas¬ 
sive hikes in tax bills.

would lobby Government 
ministers about the cost of 
the hus passes.

Rosie Winterton later this 
month to voice fears that 
changes to the concessionary 
bus travel scheme could see 
costs spiral by a further £lm 
next year. 

As reported in the Star last 
month, Harlow Council is 
already predicting that its bill to 
pay for free and discounted 
local bus travel will go 
£193,000 over-budget this year. 
But from April, eligible resi¬ 
dents will be able to take advan¬ 
tage of free rides to any destina¬ 
tion in the country, pushing 
costs higher still. 

The leaders now warn that if 
they are not successful in bring¬ 
ing about a change in the 
Government’s plans, a signifi¬ 
cant hike in council tax bills or 
cuts in services next year are 
inevitable. 

Although the policy of free 
travel has brought much posi¬ 
tive publicity for the 
Government, local authorities 
complain it is they that are 
being left to pick up the bill. 

Mr Durcan warned the finan¬ 
cial impact could make the 
council’s current deficit pale 


into insignificance. “There has 
been a lot of publicity about the 
council’s budget shortfall and 
one of the reasons for this is the 
ongoing increases in the con¬ 
cessionary travel scheme,” he 
said. 

“We support the idea of more 
flexible free travel for groups 
such as older people and wel¬ 
come the encouragements to 
use public transport. The stick¬ 
ing point is that the potential 
cost is a huge amount for local 
councils to find from their own 
funds.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said he would relay the coun¬ 
cil’s concerns, but insisted sig¬ 
nificant extra funding had been 
made available. 

“In the next three years, 
Harlow Council will receive 
£352,000 in 2008/9, £360,000 
in 2009/10 and £370,000 in 
2010/11 to finance the expan¬ 
sion in concessionary fares,” he 
said. 

“This is in addition to the 
funding that it already receives 
to finance concessionary travel 
within the Harlow district. This 
figure was decided using realis¬ 
tic assumptions about pass take- 
up, the number of generated 
journeys and the overall cost of 
the new concession.” 


Secret crisis meeting 


LEADERS and senior officers 
of Harlow Council were due to 
face a grilling from councillors 
over the town’s financial crisis 
last night (Wednesday) - but 
members the public and press 
were barred from the show¬ 
down. 

Only councillors and key 
council staff were admitted to 
the secret ‘member briefing’ in 
the Civic Centre, organised in a 


bid to placate disgruntled 
backbenchers and solicit their 
ideas for getting out of the 
mess. 

A spokesman for Harlow 
Council said: “The aim is to 
give all councillors, including 
those who do not sit on the pol¬ 
icy and resources committee, 
the opportunity to ask ques¬ 
tions about the council’s budg¬ 
et.” 


Malnourished patients 
claim untrue, says MP 


MORE than 300 patients suffering 
malnutrition were discharged 
from Princess Alexandra Hospital 
last year, new figures indicate. 

Statistics obtained by the 
Conservative party show 309 
patients were diagnosed in 2006- 
07 as malnourished shortly before 
leaving the hospital. Nationally, 
nearly 140,000 malnourished 
patients were discharged, an 84 
per cent increase since 1997. 

The figures were called “a 
scandal” by Harlow’s Tory 
prospective Parliamentary candi¬ 
date Robert Halfon, who blamed 
detailed Government NHS targets 
for distracting medical staff. 

“Malnourished patients are 


more prone to infections, have 
more complications after surgery 
and have higher mortality rates,” 
he said. 

But Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
dismissed the figures as mislead¬ 
ing, insisting they referred to 
patients whose final diagnosis 
showed malnourishment but who 
had not necessarily been malnour¬ 
ished when discharged. 

He said the increase since 1997 
was because of improvements in 
the recording of malnutrition and 
added the criticism of targets was 
“totally misguided”. 

A PAH spokesman said systems 
were in place to ensure all patients 
were properly fed.

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A new approach to 
tackling addiction

I N the course of his work 
to help drug-addicted 
criminals change their 
ways, Tony Pearson has 
encountered many moving 
plights. 

“I have seen Class A drug users 
aged from 17-70 - you’d be 
surprised,” he said. “I have also 
seen grown men my age break 
down in tears when they are 
offered help. It is really quite 
upsetting.” 

Based at Harlow police station, he and 
fellow arrest referral practitioner 
Karen Beales (24) offer a helping 
hand to arrested addicts to kick their 
habits. 

The work is carried out as part of the 
Essex Drug Intervention Programme 
run by the Home Office-funded 
Westminster Drug Project which 
provides information, advice, 
counselling and treatment to users of 
hard drugs throughout Essex, London 
and now Hertfordshire. 

Since the project went live in Harlow 
last year, Tony (48) and Karen have 
helped between 12-15 people a month 
from the area seek treatment for Class 
A drug abuse after being arrested. The 
knock-on effect of their work has 
helped slash drug-related crime rates 
and clean up communities. 

“There is a misconception about 
drugs,” said Tony. “Even if people 
have been using for 20-30 years, they 
can still get help and try to get clean 
of drugs. We really are on the front 
line. 

“The referrals we do offer for 
treatment are voluntary - people don’t 
have to accept it and a large 
percentage still don’t. But it is really 
satisfying when you see somebody 
who has accepted help slowly start to 
rebuild their lives. That is what it is 
all about.” 


T ony and Karen form one of 

five DIP teams based in police 
stations in Essex. They are 
already reducing drug-related crime in 
the area since being introduced in 
July, wiping the floor with the one-a- 
month referral rate of their NHS 
predecessors. 

As well as offering treatment to users 
of Class A drugs, they also give a 
guiding hand to other substance 
abusers as well as to children. 

“Harlow hasn’t got a bigger problem 
than anywhere else in the country,” 


said Tony. “But we see a lot of 
younger people who are using skunk 
and alcohol. 

“The use of skunk is worrying 
because it does effect their brain 
function and if they have been using it 
for a long period of time, you notice 
they sometimes speak in incoherent 
sentences and have poor 
concentration.” 

Karen added: “With alcohol use 
usually comes cocaine use. What we 
are doing is talking to young people 


about the Young Persons’ Drug and 
Alcohol Service to try to encourage 
them to get help. 

’’Findings show that if there is a 
history of drug use then there is a 
temptation for them to get back into 
drugs so that is where we can step in, 
if needs be, later along the line. 

“We also work with the probation 
service, court service and prison 
service to try to pick as many people 
up as we can at every stage so they 
have constant support and are less 
likely to fall back into using. 

“We want to keep people safe first. 

Our first priority is not to get them off 
drugs straight away but to make sure 
they are safe using them.” 

She added: “I think people are 
sometimes genuinely surprised when 
we speak to them for the first time and 
explain we are not employed by the 
police but we just want to offer them 
help. I think they are shocked there is 
not strings attached and they don’t 
have to take it. 

“Those who aren’t ready for help are 
really surprisingly polite about it 
because they know that we are just 
trying to offer them a hand.” 


The nature of Tony and Karen’s work 
can be stressful. They operate split 
shifts from Sam-10pm and speak to 
every drug user who comes through 
the police station doors. 

“It can be hard to listen to some of the 
stories because it is quite harrowing,” 
said Tony. “But all we try to do is the 
best we can so we can go home at the 
end of the day knowing that. 
“Sometimes we come across people 
who have been using all their lives and 
we are the first people who have ever 
asked them if they want help. That can 
be upsetting because they can just 
break down and collapse with 
emotion.” 

Karen added: “It is a fine line between 
empathy and sympathy and we have to 
keep that line but sometimes it can be 
difficult, but we have a helpline for 
staff which we can phone if we’ve 
been affected by a particular case and 
Tony and I also speak with each other 
and liaise, so that helps as well. 

“But our main aim is to keep doing 
what we are doing and try to get more 
people to seek help. We hope that with 
the New Year, more people will decide 
they want to become drug-free.”

CONTROVERSIAL Government 
plans to develop land north of 
Harlow have sustained a further 
blow after an environmental pres¬ 
sure group warned they remain 
illegal, despite amendments. 

A new report commissioned by 
Friends of the Earth concludes that 
updated blueprints for the East of 
England Plan could still flout European 
Union laws seeking to protect precious 
wildlife sites. 

Whitehall has already been forced to make 
amendments to the plan when similar con¬ 
cerns were first raised late last year - but the 
new report makes fresh claims that the revi¬ 
sions may not be enough to avoid a judicial 
review. 

It states that even with the further proposed

changes the plans “could still lead to signifi¬ 
cant impacts on the integrity of the European 
sites” and concludes with a warning that 
these areas must be properly protected. 

Mary Edwards, Friends of the Earth’s 
regional campaigner for Essex, said: “The 
Government is trying to force too many peo¬ 
ple, houses and related infrastructure into 
some of our most environmentally sensitive 
areas. 

“This report warns that not only is the 
Government’s revised East of England Plan 
still too environmentally damaging, it may 
also be unlawful. 

“Ministers must urgently reassess these 
proposals and ensure that our best wildlife 
sites are properly protected.”

The wonders 
of Woolworth

W ITH our recent 

Christmas picture 
we asked about the 
history of the large building 
between Broad Walk and 
Terminus Street, currently 
a record shop with a ten 
pin bowling alley above. 

We since learn that the original 
tenant of the ground floor shop, 

Woolworth, actually occupied 
the entire building. 

Altham Grove resident Terri Adkins 
writes: “I can remember when the 
shop had three floors. There was a 
basement, the next floor on level 
with Broad Walk, and an upstairs 
where they sold things like wool, 
material and sewing equipment.” 

Another reader, who wishes to 
remain anonymous, also got in 
touch, adding: “It had an escalator 
and I seem to remember it may have 
been the first Woolies in the country 
to have one. 

“When the company fell on hard 
times in the 1980s, they closed 
some of the floors but it eventually 
shut down altogether and stood 
vacant for years before the ground 
floor units were created and 
separated from the upper floors.” 

Bomb scares and fancy dressing 

LONGBANKS resident Susan Johnson has written 
to share memories of working in Littlewoods. 

She joined after leaving eollege in 1975 and the 
giant Broad Walk store - eonverted last year into 
diseount elothing ehain Primark - was merged into 
the Harvey Centre in the early 1980s. 

Mrs Johnson reealled: “It was a great plaee to work 
and we used to have great Christmas parties, 
sometimes in faney dress. 

“In those days there were frequent bomb seares 
affeeting the town eentre. The fire alarm would 
sound and we would have to evaeuate the store but 
luekily it was always a hoax eall. 

“The store was extended when the Harvey Centre 
was built and display windows were installed at 
both ends of the store - so twiee as mueh work for 
me! Eventually, though, another window-dresser 
was taken on. We got on well, having a lot in 
eommon, and even eoineidentally booked our 
weddings on the same day.”

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Anger over 
care home 
work delay 


A LONG over-running project to 
expand a Harlow nursing home is 
making neighbours’ lives a misery. 

Re-development at Ashlyns Care 
Home, pictured above, began in 
September 2006 but is already running 
four months overdue, meaning contin¬ 
ued noise and light pollution for resi¬ 
dents of Vicarage Wood. 

Resident Amanda Keerie (39), who has 
lived in her privately owned house for six 
years, told the Star. “It seems to be Harlow 
Council getting it wrong; the plans have been 
changed to double the original size of the

extension, without consultation or notice, 
which now means my property is going to be 
overlooked by the home - that’s not what was 
agreed in public,” she said. 

“The developer doesn’t turn off the flood¬ 
lights every night, so there’s light pollution, 
and the delivery lorries are constant. 

“To make matters worse, and the thing 
which bothers me and my neighbours most, is 
we all got a letter this week telling us the 
garages behind us - which they have wrecked 
by using for access to the site - are to be 
knocked down for affordable housing. 

’’The letter states 
the reason for the 
proposal is the 
garages are in such 
a poor state, and 
because uptake of 
them is low there is 
no alternative but 
to demolish them 
and use the land to 
build homes. But 
it’s the council 
which owns the 
garages and the 
council which let 
them get in that ter¬ 
rible condition!.” 

However, a cou¬ 
ncil spokesman 
said: “There are no 
fixed plans for the 
garage block at 
present and we are 
currently giving 
residents the chan¬ 
ce to have their say 
on the block’s 
future. The council 
is working to reg¬ 
enerate garage 
areas where there is 
low demand and 
low occupancy. 

“There were two 
planning applica¬ 
tions for Ashlyns as 
it is a two-phase 
development. The 
same neighbours in 
Vicarage Wood 
were consulted on 
both applications. 

“Following a 
complaint about a 
property being 
overlooked, a sluice 
window has been 
treated with paper 
film to avoid one of 
the properties 
being overlooked.”

Drug dealer avoids jail 
after showing remorse 


A DRUG dealer has been 
spared jail after a court heard 
he had taken steps to turn his 
life around. 

David Bridge (21) of 
Chapel Field, Harlow, admit¬ 
ted at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Friday a charge of 
supplying cannabis and two 
charges of possessing the 
drug. 

Instead of a custodial sen¬ 
tence, recorder Karen Walden- 
Smith sentenced him to three 
months in jail suspended for 
one year as well as 160 hours 
community service. Bridge 
was also made the subject of a 
10pm-6am curfew for six 
months. 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecut¬ 
ing, had told how on May 25 
last year two plain clothes offi¬ 
cers spotted Bridge conduct¬ 
ing a drug deal in Kingston 


Road, Harlow, from his car. 

When he was stopped and 
searched, cannabis was found 
which he claimed was for his 
own use. At his home, police 
found 16 small bags of the 
drug which he claimed to be 
looMng after for someone 
else. 

Andrea Ferguson, in mitiga¬ 
tion, said he accepted he had 
committed serious offences. 

He was ashamed to find 
himself in the dock and had 
not touched cannabis for some 
time. 

Sentencing Bridge, Ms 
Walden-Smith told him: “I 
hope you retain the will to stay 
away from drugs. I accept you 
have genuine remorse for the 
way you were going. This has 
been a salutary lesson for you 
and I hope the courts don’t see 
you again.” 


Muggers attack bike 
rider in Town Park 

MUGGERS leapt on a man cycling in Harlow 
Town Park and pushed him off his bike to demand 
money. 

The 24-year-old was punched in the face in the 
incident near School Lane on Thursday at 1pm. 

His attackers were described as Afro-Caribbean 
and wearing hooded tops and dark trousers. 

In a separate incident, a 16-year-old was 
attacked by four youths walking in Harlow’s 
Second Avenue in the early hours of Sunday. He 
was punched in the head and robbed of a bag con¬ 
taining his wallet and other items. 

Two of the attackers were black, two white and 
all were aged 17-18 and wearing hooded tops. 

# A MAN was hospitalised after suffering gash¬ 
es to his head during an attack in the Katherines 
estate in Harlow in the early hours of Thursday. 

The incident took place in Red Willow. Police 
were alerted after staff at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital contacted them. 

The attack follows one that took place two 
weeks ago in Altham Grove when a man was beat¬ 
en with a hammer and left with serious head 
injuries.

Officer's sums 
didn't add up 

SIR, Your report states that I was the 
“then council leader” in June 2006 
when former Harlow Council 
finance officer Martin Hone, 
forecast a £Llm budget gap for 
2007/8 (Star, January 3). In fact, I 
had already stood down as joint 
leader in May and was a 
backbencher when I first saw this 
forecast in late summer 2006. 

Your article is correct, however, that 
I (along with others) queried some of 
the figures. We were particularly 
surprised that Mr Hone’s new 
forecast of a £ 1.1m gap differed so 
much from the £0.17m variance (out 
of a total budget of £15m) he had 
forecast for the same year just a few 
months earlier. 

Upon closer inspection his new 
figures contained basic errors, the 
following three of which could have 
accounted for the £l.lm gap on their 
own. 

1. Mr Hone left out altogether 
Gershon efficiency savings even 
though they are a Government 
requirement. The 2007/8 budget 
eventually contained £0.45m of such 
savings. 

2. He forecast that establishing Kier 
Harlow would cost the council £70k 
net. He later had to concede it would 
actually save the general fund 
£0.28m in 2007/8. 

3. He forecast £0.3m for 
“unavoidable” new services but 
couldn’t identify the specific items 
supporting this forecast. 

Mr Hone subsequently corrected 
these errors. His later report of 
January 2007 forecast a zero budget 
gap for 2007/8. As the council’s 
Section 151 officer, he also had a 
statutory duty to highlight any 
concerns he may have had about the 
validity of the budget presented by 
joint council leaders Durcan and 
Millington for 2007/8. He raised no 
such concerns and indeed drew up 
most of the supporting papers. 

His June 2006 forecast has no 
relevance to the items making up the 
£1.8m overspend in this year’s 
budget. The current overspend is 
made up of staffing and running cost 
overruns due, in my opinion, to 
inadequate in-year monitoring and 
unforseen items such as the £0.5m 
reduction in LABGI grant and extra 
costs of concessionary travel. 

Indeed, Mr Hone’s former 
professional colleagues don’t agree 
that he forecast this overspend back 
in 2006 because they have just 
produced a report claiming 72 per 
cent of it was “unforseen”. 

He is trying to link two unrelated 
events to pursue a personal grudge. 
He reported me to the Standards 
Board in 2006 but his complaint was 
thrown out in a matter of weeks. 

Mr Hone once claimed he had 
auditioned for the pop group The 
Jam. It’s a shame that 30 years later 
the only Jam song he can remember 
is A Town Called Malice.

Start afresh 

SIR, When the once respected Audit 
Commission gave Harlow Council a 
good rating, councillors and officers 
could not contain themselves, 
shouting about their high-performing 
customer focused services. 

But in truth that’s all it was - just the 
council shouting long and hard in the 
hope that by doing so they would 
convince residents that the appalling 
services we do get are “good”. 

In its own publication Harlow Times 
it says it has moved money from low 
priority areas such as parking and 
social services to high priority areas 
such as recycling, parks and 
economic development. It’s “doing 
less, better”. Previously it was one of 
the highest spending councils in the 
UK. 

I do not remember mandating our 
councillors to move money from 
customer focused services like 
parking and social services to 


council point-scoring areas like 
recycling. 

The Town Park is a disgrace through 
neglect. Economic development 
seems to mean more high-paid 
council officers in more non jobs. 
Harlow is still one of the highest 
spending councils in the UK and 
they keep on overspending as it 
seems that no-one is in control. 

To quote again from Harlow Times 
on leading the community: “There is 
a consensus about what needs to be 
done to improve Harlow. 
Relationships between officers and 
members are based on trust and 
mutual respect. The council is 
leading on regeneration and growth 
and has a strong planning 
framework.” 

Firstly there is no mention of 
“leading” or of “community” in any 
of this. There is a consensus about 
what needs to be done to improve 
Harlow but it’s only Harlow 
Council that has consensus; 
residents never get a chance to have 
their say. 

Where is the relationship between 
officers and members that is based 
on trust and mutual respect? Since 
the missing £2m, the swimming 
pool fiasco and now the 
crematorium, they are all running 
around blaming each other. 

It says it is leading on regeneration 
and growth but in truth it is only 
interested in development and 
selling off the crown jewels to pay 
for today’s excesses. 

Harlow Council is a statutory body 
but there must be some mechanism 
that will allow us to get rid of the 
whole lot in one go and start afresh.

SIR, The Harlow Regeneration Study 
stated the overall cost of growth to be 
of the order of £800m. 

The eurrent infrastructure baeklog 
quoted in the report is £350m, 
including £83m on repairs to the 
existing housing stoek. This is before 
any new building. With inflation and 
esealating eonstruetion eosts, the bill 
for proposed growth strategy for 
Harlow eould easily reach £lbn. This 
is a massive bill. 

Harlow is now negotiating for a share 
of just £17.5 m over the next few 
years. One of the bids is for a water 
eyele study that was highlighted at 
the Examination In Public two years 
ago and whieh the Government has 
refused to fund centrally. This money 
will not build a new sewage 
treatment plant, just study options. 
Although £ 17.5m is a welcome boost 


to making Harlow better it is a drop 
in the oeean. Perhaps a more realistie 
approaeh is now needed toward the 
Government’s growth agenda if they 
won’t fund it properly.

'Mouse foot' in 
pensioner's pie

A PENSIONER had a nasty sur¬ 
prise in the dinner he bought 
from a Harlow supermarket 
when he found a mouse’s foot 
lurking inside. 

Leonard Morley (70) found the dis¬ 
membered foot of a small rodent when 
tucking into a cottage pie he had pur¬ 
chased from the Tesco store in 
Edinburgh Way. 

He immediately contacted the store to 
complain but claims the only response he 
got was a brief letter of apology. 

“I’m appalled by the level of customer 
service I’ve received,” he fumed. “The atti¬ 
tude of the girl on the phone was that she 
couldn’t even be bothered to listen to what I 
had to say. 

“I just got this pathetic letter of apology 
saying that the incident would be looked into 
and the suppliers would be contacted. Tesco 
even refused to tell me who the suppliers 
were.” 

A Tesoc spokeswoman said that since 
apologising to Mr Morley, its supplier had 
conducted an investigation into the “foreign 
body” found in the pie and had claimed the 
mouse foot was nothing more than a “piece 
of burnt ingredients”. 

This is despite the earlier letter of apology 
which stated: “I’m very sorry you found a 


mouse’s foot in your Tesco cottage pie. I 
understand why this was upsetting”. 

The Tesco spokeswoman told the Star. 
“We are sorry the product was not up to our 
normal standard and apologise for the incon¬ 
venience this has caused Mr Morley.” 

But an angry Mr Morley, from Hatfield 
Broad Oak, remains adamant that the 
offending object was indeed a rodent’s foot, 
saying it bore unmistakable features, and has 
accused the store of giving him the “brush- 


off”. He is now contemplating legal action 
to resolve the dispute. 

“There was absolutely no doubt that it was 
a mouse’s foot,” he said. “It had claws and it 
was covered with fur! My grandson, who’s a 
pest controller, was around our house at the 
time and he knew exactly what it was. 

“If I don’t hear from Tesco soon and if 
they fail to offer me a proper apology I will 
go and consult a solicitor. Who knows where 
the rest of that mouse is?”

“The three attaeks on our dog 
have been earned out by three 
different bull terriers at three dif¬ 
ferent loeations,” he said. 

“They are bred to be fighting 
dogs and they will fight if they

are not eontrolled. An ex-work 
eolleague of mine was attaeked 
by his own Staffie and had to 
have it put to sleep, and a lady 
had her dog killed by one some 
time ago. 

“Although there are some 
responsible owners out there, it 
seems some people are not - and 
if owners eannot be responsible 
for the aetions of their dogs, then 
perhaps legislation, similar to 
that whieh applies to pitbull ter¬ 
riers should be made law to eur- 
tail their ownership as the eur- 
rent legislation is elearly unae- 
eeptable.” 

Currently, pitbull terriers, the 
dogo Argentine, fila Braziliero 
and Japanese tosa are the only 
dogs banned from being brought 
into and bred in the UK under 
the Dangerous Dogs Aet. 

Other breeds ean be added to 
the list, but only by order of the 
Seeretary of State. 

Mr Byrne added: “I would be 
quite happy to sign a petition to 
get the legislation ehanged; I 
think that is true of a lot of peo¬ 
ple.”

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Wacky weather 
woe for wildlife 


THE unusual weather 
conditions last year have 
caused chaos for Britain’s 
wildlife. 

Many creatures appeared 
much earlier than usual 
because of the warm weather 
in the first few months of the 
year, while heavy rain and 
below average temperatures in 
the summer made life difficult 
for birds, bats and insects. 
Ladybirds, bumblebees, 
peacock butterflies and frog 
spawn were all seen in 
February - much earlier than 
normal - while other species 
of butterflies were sighted in 
April which is sooner than is 
usually expected. 

But then heavy rainfall during 
the summer washed away bird 
nests which meant there were 
fewer of some of our favourite 
feathered friends including 
blue tits, great tits and willow 
warblers. 


And in October basking 
sharks were spotted for the 
first time off the 
Northumberland coast which 
is unusual as the miniscule 
sea creatures they feed on - 
called plankton - are not 
normally found in the North 
Sea at that time of year. 

But while the unpredictable 


climate may have been bad 
news for wildlife, many plants 
benefited from the unusually 
wet weather. 

Matthew Oates, nature 
conservation advisor for the 
National Trust, said the global 
change in weather conditions 
will have an increasing effect 
on wildlife.

Council housing group 
opposed to means test 

CONCERN over future Government housing policy 
will be raised at a meeting organised by the Harlow 
arm of campaign group Defend Council Housing. 
Town MP Bill Rammell will attend the meeting next 
Thursday (January 17) which has been called in 
response to the Government’s Green Paper entitled 
Homes For The Future. 

The consultation document includes proposals to 
build three million new homes, but Defend Council 
Housing is opposed to other aspects such as the 
introduction of means testing for council housing 
and plans to force councils to transfer social housing 
responsibility to housing associations or management 
organisations. 

Spokeswoman Mary Cooper, of Brockles Mead, 
Harlow, said: “We feel means testing would be 
grossly unjust. It will take many off Harlow’s housing 
register. According to the council’s housing 
committee more than 50 per cent of the 5,000 
currently on the register could afford more than social 
rent.” 

The meeting takes place at Sumners Feisure Centre in 
Broadley Road, starting at 7.30pm. 


Relatives' 
anguish 
at g raves 
flooding 


FAMILIES of people buried at 
Parndon Wood cemetery claim 
problems with surface water are 
making more than a dozen graves 
inaccessible. 

One distraught mother built a tempo¬ 
rary dam around her son’s resting place 
after it became submerged in a deluge 
of rain water caused by an inadequate 
drainage system. 

And some grieving relatives have arrived 
to find floral tributes floating on muddy pud¬ 
dles and areas leading to the burial plots dan¬ 
gerous and slippery. 

Tina Griffin (53) from Copshall Close, 
Harlow, resorted to building a flood defence 
around the grave of her son, Nick, following 
heavy rain. 

“I was just standing there looking at it and 
crying,” she said. “I got some things from the 
car and started to build a dam. It was com¬ 
pletely flooded. 

“It breaks my heart to see Nick’s grave like 
that. You can’t go and tend to it or sit on the

bench because it is always flooded down 
there.” 

Tina Clark (47) of Tithelands, Harlow said 
she now regretted her decision to bury her 
son Fee at the cemetery after his grave sub¬ 
sided. 

“We have family who live 100 miles away 
and we can’t ask them down to visit because 
it is so bad down there,” she said. “I couldn’t 
bear to go down there on Christmas Day 
because it rained all night and I knew what it 
was going to be like.” 

Harlow Council has agreed to put in a new 
drainage system following months of cam¬ 
paigning by relatives and local ward council¬ 
lor Forna Spenceley. 

A spokeswoman said: “We are aware of the 
drainage problems affecting a section of the 
cemetery and would like to assure families 
affected that these will be addressed as soon 
as possible. We would like to apologise for 
the distress this matter has caused.” 


New year resolve helps 
smokers to break habit 


SMOKERS who make a New 
Year resolution to quit are 
more likely to be successful at 
staying off tobacco, according 
to local health chiefs. 

Research published by 
West Essex Primary Care 
Trust shows January is the 
most popular month for 
smokers trying to break their 
craving for nicotine. 

It is estimated that during 
this month alone, 2,487 peo¬ 
ple in Harlow and 2,876 in 
Epping Forest will try to call 
time on smoking. 


Tobacco control expert 
Professor Robert West, who 
conducted the study, said: 
“We have found that almost 
half of smokers try to quit at 
least once over the course of 
the year and one in eight try to 
quit in January. 

“I was particularly interest¬ 
ed to find that, contrary to 
popular scepticism of New 
Year resolutions, smokers 
who quit in January also tend¬ 
ed to be more successful at 
staying off cigarettes.” 

Alison Cowie, West Essex 


PCT’s director of public 
health, said half of all smok¬ 
ers will die as a direct result of 
their habit. 

“The prevalence of smok¬ 
ing in the adult population in 
west Essex is between 25-28 
per cent,” she said. “We have 
been working hard to support 
people to quit smoking and 
therefore reduce the preva¬ 
lence of smoking.”

Small firms' chief accuses Government of victimisation 


A REGIONAL business organisation 
has sent a New Year’s message to 
Essex MPs urging them to support 
small firms “under inereasing attaek” 
from eentral Government. 

The Essex Federation of Small 
Businesses sent a letter to all 25 
ministers - ineluding Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell - asking them for their 
support in 2008 and highlighting the 


major issues faeing small eompanies. 
The letter points out that business 
rates are rising to erippling levels 
while Corporation Tax was hiked up 
by 10 per eent for small firms in the 
last Budget. 

The eontinuing eonfusion over 
planned alterations to Capital Gains 
Tax mooted by Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown is also underlined as a real 


worry for private firms. 

Regional ehairman Bill Pirie 
explained: “In our letter, we point out 
there is a very real feeling amongst 
small businesses at the moment that 
we are being unfairly penalised by the 
Government. 

“Instead of being eherished and 
eneouraged, small businesses are 
being strangled and drained of their 


lifeblood. Without small firms, the 
UK would have less than half its 
present gross domestie produet and 
less than half its private seetor 
employment. 

“The overall and ineseapable 
eonelusion for small businesses is that 
we are being vietimised by 
Government and pieked out as an easy 
target.”

Convicted man 
stages protest 
at courthouse 

HARLOW Magistrates’ Court 
was the scene of protest as a 
man convicted of affray 
complained about the “criminal 
injustice system” in Essex. 
Marlon Delon (46) was joined 
by placard-bearing supporters 
last Wednesday to criticise the 
administration of the Harlow 
court, where last month he was 
found guilty and fined £820 
over his behaviour while 
making a complaint to EasyJet 
staff at Stansted Airport. 

Mr Delon claims the court 
system was deliberately hostile 
to him because he chose to 
represent himself rather than 
employ a solicitor. 

“At no time during my five 
court appearances was I 
permitted to put my side of the 
story properly,” he complained. 
“The whole thing was farcical 
as I wasn’t allowed to mention 
EasyJet, even though it was 
central to the case. I was also, at 
one stage, called ‘mad’ by the 
prosecutor, which was 
outrageous.” 

Mr Delon, of Barnet, hoped his 
protest - which later moved into 
the town centre - would assist 
his bid to get the case re¬ 
opened. 

His friend Stephen Stacey, who 
appeared as a character witness 
for Mr Delon, added: “If I 
hadn’t seen what had happened 
in that court I wouldn’t have 
believed it. Although this is 
about Marlon’s case, it’s also 
about the wider issue because 
there simply is no justice from 
these magistrates.” 

Town's assault 
on old batteries 

HARLOW residents are being 
urged to switch on to a positive 
new year by recycling all their 
Christmas batteries. 

Harlow Council and the Waste 
And Resources Action 
Programme want residents to 
recycle all used and unwanted 
batteries via the local kerbside 
collection scheme. 

More than 200 million batteries 
are sold during the Christmas 
period and unless recycled they 
will be part of the 600 million 
batteries going into landfill sites 
every year.

WEST Essex has so far man¬ 
aged to avoid an outbreak of 
a highly contagious stomach 
bug which has swept the 
country - but worried health 
bosses are still warning any¬ 
one who does come down 
with the complaint to isolate 
themselves. 

Despite dozens of hospital 
wards in England being sealed off 
because of the virulent norovirus 
bug taking hold - including at 
Stevenage’s Lister Hospital - no 
such closures have yet been need¬ 
ed in Harlow or Epping. 

However, NHS chiefs stress they 
are not complacent and remain vigi¬ 
lant for signs of the virus, a type of 
infectious gastroenteritis, pictured 
right. 

A Princess Alexandra Hospital 
spokesman said: “We have had no 
cases of this winter vomiting and 
diarrhoea bug and all beds and wards 
are open. 

“We are still very keen, though, to 
get the message across to people that 
if they do experience symptoms they 
should under no circumstances turn 
up at the hospital. 

“Instead, they should seek advice 
from the NHS Direct telephone serv¬ 
ice or from other NHS sources over

the phone. 

“The hospital is working to full 
capacity at the moment; we are very, 
very busy. If such a virus were to take 
a grip in the hospital, it would be a 
major problem, not only because of 
the possibility of ward closures hut 
also because staff could end up being 
affected.” 

He added that a hand-washing pol¬ 
icy is being strictly enforced for all 
staff and patients. 

West Essex Primary Care Trust has 
said there is no particular pressure on 
services from the norovirus at the 
moment but it is urging anyone who 
is affected by diarrhoea or vomiting 
not to visit clinics or hospitals until a 
few days after it has cleared. 

The Health Protection Agency has 
also issued advice. The organisation’s 
director for Essex, Dr David Irwin, 
said: “Because norovirus is caused by 
a virus there is no specific treatment 
apart from letting it run its course.”

DAN IN REAL LIFE

IN this smart and sassy Washington satire, three 
unlikely partners in politics collude behind closed 
doors to orchestrate the downfall of the Soviet Union 
- an act which ultimately has damaging 
repercussions for the US. 

Tom Hanks plays the eponymous hero of the piece, a 
disreputable Texan Congressman with a penchant for 
whiskey and women and a fixation on the plight of 
Afghanistan under Soviet occupation. 

When he crosses paths with the glamorous Joanne Herring (Julia 
Roberts), a billionaire, right-wing Texan socialite and staunch 
anti-communist campaigner, and she offers to pull some strings 
and set up a meeting with Pakistan’s President Zia (Om Puri) to 
witness the scale of the problem in the ailing Central Asian state, 
the laid-back Lothario’s pet project becomes a pious crusade. 
Deciding that the US should be covertly bankrolling the 
Afghani resistance, Wilson begins to beaver away 
behind the scenes to raise war funds by exploiting 
his position on the Defence Appropriations 
Subcommittee, hatching a plot with charmless, 
no-nonsense CIA Agent Gust Avrakotos (the 
peerless Philip Seymour Hoffman) to smuggle 
Russian weapons directly into the hands of the 
mujahideen. 

With the bizarre triumvirate complete. Herring 
must work her charms on the US politicians 
needed to give the ambitious plans the go- 
ahead, Avrakotos needs to open his Secret 
Service contacts book and call in a few favours 
while Wilson pours himself a drink, sits bar 
in his easy chair and watches the fireworks 
unfold. 


And with an acerbic, quick-fire script 
courtesy of The West Wing writer Aaron 
Sorkin and Mike Nichol’s well-balanced 
direction, this is high-brow, scattergun satire 
rooted in blackly comic cynicism. 

The only criticism of the piece is that it fails to 
fully exploit the irony of the fact that the rebels 
Wilson funded throughout the ’80s went on to 
form the bedrock of a bitter new enemy now 
intent on destroying the very societal model he 
sought to conserve - Osama Bin Laden doesn’t 
even get a cameo. 


AFTER the disastrous box-office flop 
that was Evan Almighty, you’d think 
American funnyman Steve Carrell, 
pictured above, would be a little 
more picl^ over his film roles. 

Alas, this turgid non-comedy 
would suggest otherwise and 
seems to indicate that Carrell 
will never escape the sizeable 
shadow of his role as America’s 
answer to David Brent in the hit 
US version of The Office. 

He plays Dan, a widowed thirty¬ 
something newspaper advice 
columnist with two kids who has 
been unlucl^ in love since his wife 
passed away. 

But after meeting the dazzling Marie 
(Juliette Binoche) and engaging in a 
spot of bookstore flirtation, his life as a 
dedicated single dad is put on hold as 
he pursues his dream woman - the only 
problem is that she’s the new flame of his 
brother Mitch. 


Cut to the inevitable sibling rivalry and 
yawnsomely cmde comic turns from a 
rather bored-looking cast as the brothers 
do battle for the girl, complete with 
inevitable saccharine-sweet happily-ever- 
after ending, and you’re left with what will 
surely be the most forgettable film of the 
year - and it’s still only January.

FABRIC 38 

M.A.N.D.Y (album, Fabric) 

The latest star-studded release on Fabric’s unstoppable in-house 
label is a typically eclectic affair, with German DJ duo M.A.N.D.Y 
taking the reins for a whistle-stop tour of sinister stripped-back 
electronica and dark percussive grooves.

DEATH SENTENCE 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

It’s been more than 33 years sinee Charles Bronson 
earved himself a pieee of exploitation history in the 
morally messed-up Death Wish and now Kevin Baeon 
tools up to stomp bloody retribution in his footsteps. 
Death Wish author Brian Garfield’s evidently had a bit 
of a dry pateh sinee; Death Sentence is taken from 
another of his books but is pretty mueh the same story. 
Baeon is Niek Hume, a typieal white-eollar happy 
family man with a hot wife and two fine teenage sons 
who watehes his life turn to week-old road kill when 
the oldest of his boys is brutally murdered in a gas 
station by gang of tattooed low-lives. 

The law takes the aetual killer as far as the eourts but 
Niek feels a spell inside on a redueed eharge plea 
bargain isn’t enough and deeides not to testify, allowing 
the punk to go free so he ean be messily stabbed later. 
The only problem is that the thug’s older brother is the 
gang’s psyehotie kingpin; now he’s looking for paybaek 
too and guns down Niek’s wife and remaining son, 
leaving the now deeply disturbed family man for dead. 
Before you ean yell “what the ...?”, Niek’s bailed out of 
hospital, bought a huge bag of guns from his nemesis’ 
sleazy dad (a great eameo from John Goodman), 
shaved his head a la Travis Biekle and suddenly 
beeome profieient as a navy seal with his new arsenal. 
Retributive earnage ensues. 

Direeted by James {Saw) Wan with an eye for great 
visuals but an emotionally manipulative and illogieal 
narrative, the first half of Death Sentence goes a long 
way to eapture the frustration, rage and loss of Baeon’s 
everyman but the seeond deseends into predietable 
histrionies and great meat-brained plot holes - how 
eome Niek suddenly develops eat-like reaetions in 
urban firefights, and where are the eops when all this 
gunplay’s going down? 

Baeon gives the kind of gaunt, eommitted and intense 
performanee whieh shows he deserves better and Wan 
needs to go baek to film sehool to learn that movie¬ 
making’s not just about ehoppy editing and sharp 
framing.

WRONG TURN 2; DEAD END - THE 
EXTREME EDITION 

(20th Century Fox Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

It’s urbanoia ahoy! onee more as another group of 
pretty young things wander into the West Virginia 
woods and find themselves on the buteher’s bloek of a 
elan of super-strength inbred mountain mutants. 

Joe Lyneh ably takes over the direetor’s ehair from Rob 
Sehmidt and sets out for a gory good time with the six 
pretty self-involved golden youths lined up for a post- 
apoealyptie reality TV show hosted by a gung-ho ex¬ 
marine (Henry Rollins, pumped up and more fun than a 
six-paek of beer and a fit of the giggles). 

If, like me, you’re utterly siek to the bleeding gums of 
reality shows and wish the eontestants were really 
playing for their lives, there’s a lot of viearious 
amusement to be had here - partieularly as this 
‘extreme edition’ amps up the splatter to 11. 

As the numbers are thinned out (no-one’s evieted, just 
delightfully eviseerated), the foeus moves tighter to the 
monstrous eannibal elan and roots them in to a 
eombination of eeonomie abandonment and 


environmental pollution due to the elosure of an old 
paper mill and the ehemieals subsequently leaking from 
it into the water supply. A pleasing toueh, to be sure, 
but you’re really here for the running, the sereaming 
and the wet stuff.

HIGHLANDER; THE SOURCE 

(Momentum Pictures, 15, retail) 

There ean be only one! Exeept there wasn’t, with the 
gormless but enjoyable original movie spawning a rash 
of dire sequels and a TV series, eaeh frantieally stirring 
the same ridieulous soup of unlikely ingredients and 
playing fast and loose with the franehise’s own internal 
logie. 

This is, I think, the fifth movie and the seeond for small 
sereen star Adrian Paul as immortal highlander Dunean 
MaeLeod. 

He’s a bestubbled man of few words who, along with 
his fellow immortal swordsmen, is after the mysterious, 
all-powerful kniek-knaek The Souree. Snapping at their 
heels and taking a few heads is the weird aneient 
warrior superbeast The Guardian (a silly attempt to rip- 
off Claney Brown’s growling original villain The 
Kurgan). 

Produetion values are somewhere around the 
Buffy/Angel mark, there are some fairly entertaining 
dust-ups and the dialogue is laugh-out-loud bad in 
plaees, but the killing stroke is delivered when a 
eringeworthy heroie montage plays out to the diseordant 
horror of a lousy hair metal band eovering Queen’s 
Princes Of The Universe.

(Contender Films, 15, retail) 

A lot of promise and more talent unfortunately wind up 
down a eul-de-sae in this debut feature about three 
geezers and a gun by Gary Love, taken from Dominie 
Leyton’s stage play Collision. 

First, the good. Love’s got a first-rate eye for 
eomposition and his eamera work and loeations work 
hard to open out the story and keep it involving. 

There there’s Andy ‘Gollum’ Serkis’ powerhouse turn as 
raging, small time East End villain Hoodwink; 
introdueed a la 1991 Cape Fear's heavily tattooed Max 
Cady, he’s got major anger management issues and a 
gleaming madness bleeds out of his glare as he hunts 
for a missing firearm whieh eould tie him to a murder. 
Equally good is Ashley Walters as the jittery eraek 
addiet who stole the gun and Steven Maekintosh as the 
elean-eut middle-elass bloke who wants to buy it. 

Where the film falls down is in retaining the play’s 
endless talking head seenes and some elumsy, painful 
emoting (“This is my world, rieh man!”), while the 
neeessity of keeping the eentral eharaeters in the main 
arena of a dereliet faetory forees the eharaeters to keep 
talking about leaving while never aetually doing it. 

A good try, and well worth watehing for the thesping 
alone, but it’s not mueh more than another eliehed of 
toe-dipping into urban strife.

Loss lands killer blow to play-off bid 


THE Rams’ play-off hopes 
received a massive setback when 
they lost at Chelmsford on 
Saturday. 

The defeat leaves Harlow in third 
spot on 17 points from 13 matches 
behind second-placed Diss (20 
from 12) and leaders Westcliff (24 
from 12). 

Matt Davies’ side must now win all 
their remaining nine matches to 
have any chance of finishing 
second and gaining a play-off spot. 
However, with Westcliff (home) on 
February 9 and Diss (away) on 
April 12 to come, it looks a bridge 
too far for the Rams. 

Chelmsford, much stronger than 
when they lost in the 
corresponding fixture at Harlow 
this season, include South African 
fly-half Dean Fenn and Kiwi inside 
centre Opini Toomalai.
